The primary reason for allowance is that the cited prior art does not show: a 
method that includes the creping of a tissue over a rotating drying cylinder, the cylinder 
being divided into a plurality of zones, each zone having a different performance 
requirement and operating temperature, and by means for targeted application of a non- 
gaseous performance enhancing material to each zone, applying the non-gaseous 
material to at least two of said zones, wherein the material is selected based on 
performance requirement and operating temperature range of each zone (claim 1); a 
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method that includes adding a known amount of an inert fluorescent tracer to a known 
amount of a performance enhancing material applied to a creping cylinder, measuring a 
signal generated by the fluorescent tracer, correlating the amount of the tracer with the 
amount of the material present on the cylinder, and comparing with the desired amount 
of the material adjusting the amount of the material on the cylinder (claim 3); a method 
that includes adding a known amount of an inert fluorescent tracer to a known amount 
of a performance enhancing material applied to a creping cylinder, by means of a 
fluorometer measure the fluorescent signal of said fluorescent tracer on a creped tissue, 
and repeating the measurement determine the pattern and presence of the material on 
said creped tissue to ascertain and adjust the amount of said material on the creping 
cylinder (claim 4); a method that includes adding a known amount of an inert fluorescent 
tracer to a known amount of a performance enhancing material applied to a creping 
cylinder, by means of a fluorometer measure the fluorescent signal of the tracer in 
collected water removed from a felt supporting a tissue to ascertain and adjust the 
amount of said material on the creping cylinder (claim 5).
